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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 and 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dehner (US 6,154,884). 

In regard to claims 1-6 and 8-1 1 Dehner discloses a breathable wader (10) with a 
leg portion (44,46) with a front seam and back seam (48,50) each extending from the 
front to the back of the garment with a foot covering (60,62); a chest portion (18); a 
cinching device being the suspender straps with the suspender adjustment device (not 
numbered) that cinches the suspenders on the shoulder of the wearer as broadly 
claimed. The Dehner wader has a pre-curved hip and knee portion as broadly claimed 
and which are wide enough to fit a shape of a flex knee of the wearer and the hip and 
wherein the size of the wearer would also affect the fit and flexibility of the garment on 
the wearer. The seam (40) is "elongated" as broadly claimed. The specifics of the 
elongation of the back seam in respect to the front seam is not claimed in the above 
claims. Dehner discloses an adhesive tape sealing means (66). (See Dehner, col. 2, 
line 17-30; 54-col. 4, line 21). 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claims depends 
from itself and is incorrect. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claims 7 and 12-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. None of the cited references, 
alone or in combination, disclose the specific seam structures on the front and rear of 
the leg portions as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12-17-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the specific cinching device structure; the entire wader being of a breathable fabric 
and the specific definition of the term "pre-curved") are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Claims 1 and 3 only require a wader with a leg portion, front seam and back 
seam and which includes a breathable material any where in its makeup. Claim 5 only 
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requires a cinching device. Applicant's has not claimed the specific cinching device as 
disclosed. In regard to claim 10 the Dehner patent discloses the sealing means as 
broadly claimed. The specific areas of sealing have not been claimed as argued b 
applicant's representative on page 3 of the response. The specific structure of the 
invention must be specifically and clearly claimed. The present claims are too broad 
and do not claim applicant's invention as argued on pages 2-4 of the response. Also, 
claim 9 must be corrected to not depend from itself.
